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Realized  net  farm  income  is 
estimated  at  around  $14  billion  for 
1965,  compared  with  $12.9  billion 
for  1964.  The  greatly  improved 
1965  level  results  mainly  from  a 
very  favorable  price  situation  for 
livestock. 

A  further  gain  of  possibly  $1/4 
to  $1/2  billion  is  likely  for  1966. 
This  optimistic  outlook  is  supported 
by  a  continued  strong  domestic  and 
foreign  demand  for  farm  products 
and  the  recently  enacted  Food  and 
Agriculture  Act  of  1965.

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FARM  INCOME:      THE  OUTLOOK  FOR  1966 
AND  THE  CURRENT  SITUATION 

Outlook  Summary 

Realized  net  farm  income  is  estimated  at  around  $l*f  billion  for  I965. 
This  is  an  increase  of  over  a  billion  dollars  from  the  $12.9  billion  realized 
in  I96U,  and  the  highest  since  1952.    A  further  gain  of  possibly  $-5-  to 
billion  is  likely  for  I966.    A  strong  domestic  and  foreign  demand  for  farm 
products  and  the  recently  enacted  Food  and  Agriculture  Act  of  1965  support 
the  optimistic  outlook  for  farm  income  in  I966. 

A  record-high  average  realized  net  income  per  farm  is  indicated  by  the 
outlook  for  1966.    Also,  disposable  personal  income'  per  capita  of  the  farm 
population  will  likely  rise  next  year  because  of  the  prospective  gain  in  farm 
income  and  continued  excellent  opportunities  for  nonfarm  earnings.    Both  farm 
numbers  and  the  farm  population  are  expected  to  decline  further  next  year. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1966  are  expected  to  be  about  as 
high  as  in  1965.    With  the  new  legislation  employing  lower  price-support  loan 
rates  at  near  world  market  levels  but  also  direct  payments  to  maintain  farm 
income,  Government  payments  to  farmers  are  likely  to  rise  substantially — per- 
haps around  a  billion  dollars.    This  does  not  represent  an  increase  in  total 
costs  of  farm  commodity  programs.    With  price  support  loan  levels  for  cotton 
and  wheat  at  competitive  world  prices,  the  reduction  in  payments  to  domestic 
cotton  users  and  to  exporters  of  cotton  and  wheat  will  substantially  balance 
the  increase  in  payments  to  farmers. 
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Current  farm  operating  expenses  may  rise  some  in  I966,  but  probably  not  as 
much  as  this  year.    Overhead  costs  such  as  interest,  taxes,  and  depreciation 
are  expected  to  continue  to  rise  in  I966.    Some  offset  to  the  anticipated 
increase  in  total  expenses  in  I966  likely  will  come  from  a  further  decline  in 
the  farm  wage  bill. 

Current  Situation  Summary 

Net  farm  income  realized  in  1965  probably  will  be  around  $lU  billion.  It 
was  estimated  at  a  $13.9  billion  annual  rate,  seasonally  adjusted,  in  the  first 
three  quarters  of  I965  (Table  l) .    The  flow  of  farm  income  this  year  is  about 
$1  billion,  or  8  percent,  above  the  $12.9  billion  realized  in  I96U. 

The  greatly  improved  I965  farm  income  results  mainly  from  a  very  favorable 
price  situation  for  livestock  and  livestock  products.    Meat  animal  prices  this 
year  are  sharply  higher  than  the  relatively  low  prices  in  196^,  farm  prices  for 
broilers  have  been  above  I96U  despite  an  increased  volume  of  marketings,  and 
wholesale  milk  prices  are  also  above  year-ago  levels.    Livestock  and  livestock 
product  receipts  in  1965  may  be  some  $1  3 A  billion  higher  than  in  196k.  Crop 
receipts  are  about  the  same  this  year  as  in  196^,  with  little  change  in  the 
average  of  prices  or  the  total  volume  of  marketings. 

Realized  gross  farm  income  this  year  may  total  about  §kk^;  billion,  a 
record  high.    In  addition  to  the  substantial  gain  in  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings,  direct  Government  payments  to  farmers  this  year  are  projected  to 
be  some  $£■  billion  higher  than  the  $2,169  million  paid  out  in  I96U. 

Production  expenses  in  I965  likely  will  total  almost  $1  billion  above  the 
I96U  level  of  $29,21+9  million.    Outlays  for  feeder  livestock  are  estimated  to 
be  sharply  higher  this  year  than  in  I96U.    Increases  are  also  indicated  for 
items  such  as  fertilizer  and  repair  and  operation  of  capital  items.  Overhead 
costs  such  as  taxes,  interest,  and  depreciation  charges  are  up  again.  The 
hired  labor  bill  is  expected  to  be  lower  than  in  196^,  although  farm  wage 
rates  are  showing  a  somewhat  greater  rise  than  usual  this  year. 

On  a  per  farm  basis,  realized  net  farm  income  this  year  may  be  over  $1+,100, 
compared  with  $3,727  in  I96U.    A  substantial  increase  is  also  indicated  this 
year  in  the  disposable  personal  income  per  capita  of  the  farm  population  from 
all  sources,  with  gains  in  prospect  from  both  farm  and  nonfarm  sources. 

1966  OUTLOOK 

Receipts,  Marketings,  and  Prices 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1966  may  be  about  as  high  as  this 
year.    Overall,  in  I966,  the  total  volume  of  farm  marketings  is  expected  to  be 
up  slightly,  while  the  average  of  prices  received  for  all  farm  products  is 
expected  to  be  down  slightly.    But,  a  substantial  increase  is  expected  in  the 
level  of  Government  payments  to  farmers,  perhaps  $1  billion  more  than  the  $2.1+

billion  total  estimated  for  this  year.     Realized  gross  farm  income  next  year 
may  be  above  $1+5  billion  compared  with  this  year's  level  of  around  $kk^  billion. 

With  prices  received  by  farmers  averaging  slightly  higher  for  the  year  and 
about  the  same  volume  of  marketings,  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  in  1966  will  be  up  some  from  I965. 

Crop  marketings  in  I966  are  expected  to  be  considerably  larger  in  volume 
than  this  year.    Much  of  the  crops  marketed  in  calendar  year  1966  will  come 
from  the  record  large  crop  production  in  1965.     Crop  marketings  in  1965  were 
held  down  by  the  drought -reduced  production  of  I96I+. 

Prices  received  for  crops  in  October  were  at  a  level  6  percent  below  a 
year  earlier  and  are  expected  to  average  lower  in  I966  than  in  1965.  Larger 
supplies  and  some  reduction  in  loan  rates  for  some  19^5  crops  are  major  factors. 
Receipts  from  marketings  of  crops  will  likely  be  down  some  as  the  expected  gain 
in  volume  of  maricetings  probably  will  not  be  enough  to  offset  lower  average 
prices.    However,  the  anticipated  downturn  in  cash  receipts  from  crop  market- 
ings in  1966  will  be  more  than  offset  by  a  sizeable  increase  in  direct  payments 
to  farmers. 

Government  Payments 

Government  payments  to  farmers  are  expected  to  be  substantially  higher  in 
1966 — perhaps  about  $1  billion  above  the  projected  I965  level  of  $2.1+  billion. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Act  of  1965,  price-support 
loan  levels  for  1966  crops  of  wheat,  feed  grains,  and  cotton  will  be  around 
world  levels  with  direct  payments  to  cooperating  producers  maintaining  farm 
income.    Most  of  the  expected  increase  of  around  $1  billion  in  Government 
payments  next  year  would  be  for  cotton  to  offset  the  8-cent  reduction  in  the 
loan  rate.    Some  increase  in  payments  to  wheat  producers  will  result  from  the 
new  legislation  which  provides  parity  for  wheat  used,  as  food,  domestically. 
Domestic  wheat  users  will  continue  to  purchase  certificates  at  the  difference 
between  the  loan  rate  of  $1.25  per  bushel  and  $2  on  the  amount  of  wheat  used, 
as  was  the  case  for  the  I96I+  and  I965  crops. 

A  new  program — Cropland  Adjustment — is  authorized  by  the  new  farm  legis- 
lation under  which  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  can  enter  into  5  to  10  year 
contracts  with  farmers  calling  for  conversion  of  cropland  into  vegetative 
cover,  water  storage  facilities  or  other  soil,  water,  wildlife,  or  forest 
conserving  uses.    Payments  under  such  Cropland  Adjustment  Program  contracts 
will  be  at  a  rate  of  not  more  than  1+0  percent  of  the  annual  market  value  of 
the  crop  that  would  have  been  produced  on  the  land.    Not  more  than  $225 
million  per  year  can  be  obligated  in  new  Cropland  Adjustment  contracts  signed 
during  each  of  the  next  1+  years.     Producers  participating  in  the  I966  Feed 
Grain  Program  will  receive  payments  for  diverting  acreage  to  conservation 
uses  as  has  been  the  case  since  I96I.

Gross  and  Net  Income  and  Expenses 

With  a  substantial  increase  in  prospect  for  direct  Government  payments 
next  year  and'  with  little  change  anticipated  in  cash  receipts  from  farm  market- 
ings, realized  gross  farm  income  in  I966  may  be  above  $U5  billion  in  1966  for 
the  first  time  of  record.    Farm  production  expenses  may  show  a  smaller-than- 
average  increase  in  1966.    Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  goods  and  services  used 
in  farm  production  next  year  will  rise,  but  probably  not  as  much  as  the  rise 
from  I96I+  to  1965.    Current  operating  expenses  may  rise  only  slightly  with 
little  change  likely  in  the  bill  for  purchased  feed  and  livestock.    The  total 
wage  bill  likely  will  be  down  as  a  further  drop  in  the  use  of  hired  labor  more 
than  offsets  higher  wage  rates.    Overhead  costs,  however,  such  as  depreciation 
charges,  taxes,  and  interest,  will  likely  show  another  sizeable  increase  next 
year. 

Realized,  gross  farm  income  in  1966  will  likely  rise  somewhat  more  than  the 
amount  spent  for  farm  production  expenses.    This  would  mean  an  increase  in  the 
level  of  realized  net  farm  income,  possibly       to       billion    above  the  $lU 
billion  now  in  sight  for  1965.    Also,  this  i960  outlook  indicates  that  the 
average  net  income  realized  per  farm  will  reach  another  record  high  level  next 
year  due  to  the  rise  in  farm  income  and  a  continuation  of  the  decline  in  farm 
numbers.    The  disposable  personal  income  per  capita  of  the  farm  population  may 
also  rise  slightly  next  year,  because  of  the  prospective  rise  in  income  from 
farm  sources  and  because  of  expected  good  opportunities  for  income  off  the 
farm.    The  farm  population  is  expected  to  be  smaller  next  year  continuing  a 
long-time  downward  trend. 


1965  CURRENT  ESTIMATES 

Cash  Receipts 

Through  September  this  year,  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  were 
estimated  at  $26.0  billion,  about  $1.1+  billion  higher  than  in  January-September 
196^.    Government  payments  to  farmers  in  January-September  1965  were  also  well 
above  a  year  earlier  (Table  3 ) • 

Prices  received  by  farmers  in  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year  averaged 
about  1+  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    The  total  volume  of  farm  market- 
ings was  about  the  same  this  year  as  last.    Prices  for  livestock  and  livestock 
products  through  September  averaged  about  8  percent  higher.    Livestock  and 
livestock  product  marketings  were  estimated  to  be  up  slightly  from  a  year 
earlier.    The  volume  of  crop  marketings  and  average  crop  prices  showed  little 
change  from  a  year  earlier  in  January-September  1965. 

Receipts  from  marketings  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  during  January- 
September  this  year  totaled  about  $15.6  billion,  up  about  $1.2  billion  from  the 
same  period  of  I96I+.    Prices  received  by  farmers  for  cattle  were  up  about  9 
percent  from  I96I+  even  though  the  volume  of  marketings  was  also  higher  by  about 
3  percent.    Hog  prices  through  September  were  up  about  30  percent  from  January- 
September  I96I+  while  marketings  were  down  about  9  percent. 
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Receipts  from  dairy  marketings  increased  about  $60  million  in  the  first 
nine  months  of  this  year  compared  with  last  year.    The  volume  of  milk  sold  was 
up  about  1  percent  and  prices  were  also  about  1  percent  higher.    Broiler  market- 
ings were  up  about  6  percent.     Prices  received  for  broilers  were  up  about  7 
percent  from  a  year  earlier  due  mainly  to  a  demand  situation  which  benefitted 
from  reduced  red  meat  supplies.    Prices  received  for  eggs  have  been  about  5 
percent  lower  than  in  196k  due  to  an  increase  in  the  volume  of  marketings. 

Receipts  from  marketings  of  crops  in  the  first  nine  months  of  1965  were 
estimated  at  $10. h  billion,  up  about  $200  million  from  January-September  I96U. 
Receipts  from  wheat  were  down  some  $135  million  due  to  the  lower  loan  rate  for 
the  1965  crop.    VJheat  producers,  however,  are  receiving  payments  under  the  1965 
Wheat  Program  which  make  up  much  of  the  drop  in  marketing  receipts.  Receipts 
from  marketings  of  corn  were  down  some  $120  million  due  to  reduced  marketings 
from  a  small  1^6k  crop  which  more  than  offset  somewhat  better  prices.  Producers 
participating  in  the  Feed  Grain  Program  are  receiving  supplemental  payments. 

Receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  cotton  through  September  were  estimated 
down  slightly  from  last  year  due  mainly  to  a  lag  in  ginnings  and  also  a  drop 
in  price  for  the  1965  crop.    However,  those  cotton  growers  who  held  their 
acreage  to  no  more  than  their  domestic  allotment  are  receiving  supplementary 
payments  this  year.    Tobacco  receipts  through  September  were  estimated  down 
about  $55  million  from  last  year  due  mainly  to  a  sharp  reduction  in  the  volume 
of  marketings.    Receipts  from  soybeans  were  up  about  $150  million  from  a  year 
earlier  as  prices  averaged  about  10  percent  higher  despite  an  increase  in  the 
volume  of  marketings.    The  1965  soybean  crop  is  expected  to  exceed  last  year's 
record  crop  by  23  percent. 

Receipts  from  potato  marketings  were  up  sharply  in  the  first  nine  months 
of  this  year  due  to  exceptionally  high  prices  in  the  spring  and  early  summer. 
Potato  prices  are  now  below  year-ago  levels  as  marketings  from  a  large  fall 
crop  pick  up  in  volume.    Orange  prices  declined  substantially  this  year — about 
l/3 — resulting  in  a  reduction  in  receipts. 

Production  Expenses 

Production  expenses  through  the  first  three  quarters  of  this  year  were 
running  at  an  annual  rate  of  $30  billion,  up  about  $3A  billion  from  the  I96U 
rate.    For  the  full  year  19^5?  expenses  are  expected  to  be  close  to  a  billion 
dollars  higher  than  in  196^.    The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production 
items,  interest,  taxes,  and  wage  rates  was  about  3  percent  higher  than  a  year 
earlier.    Prices  paid  for  production  items  were  well  above  a  year  earlier  due 
mainly  to  increases  in  prices  paid  for  feed  and  feeder  livestock.    Farmers  were 
also  paying  more  for  motor  vehicles  and  supplies  and  farm  machinery  and  sup- 
plies.   Building  and  fencing  materials  also  showed  a  slight  upward  price  move- 
ment.   Farm  real-estate  tax  rates  and  interest  payable  per  acre  were  well  above 
a  year  earlier  as  usual.    Farm  wage  rates  are  showing  a  little  larger-than- 
usual  increase  this  year. 
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Gross  and  Net  Income 

Realized  gross  farm  income  in  the  first  three  quarters  of  196^  was  running 
at  an  annual  rate  of  almost  $hh  billion,  up  sharply  from  January-September  196*1. 
With  gross  income  rising  faster  than  expenses,  realized  net  farm  income  through 
September  was  at  an  annual  rate  of  $13.9  billion,  compared  with  the  $12.9 
billion  for  I96U. 

Net  income  realized  per  farm  for  1965  will  be  well  above  the  $3,727  average 
of  I96U — probably  over  $^,100  per  farm.    The  per  capita  disposable  personal 
income  of  the  farm  population  from  both  farm  and  nonfarm  sources  will  likely 
rise  this  year  and  be  record  high. 

CASH  RECEIPTS  IN  SEPTEMBER  AND  OCTOBER  I965 

September 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  September  1965  were  at  a  record  high 
of  $3» 9  billion  for  the  month,  7  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    The  volume  of 
marketings  was  up  about  1  percent  and  prices  received  nearly  6  percent.  Septem- 
ber 1965  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  of  $2.0  billion  were  Ik  per- 
cent larger  than  a  year  earlier.    The  increase  was  largely  accounted  for  by 
larger  marketings  and  higher  prices  of  cattle  and  calves,  and  higher  hog  prices. 
September  1965  cash  receipts  from  crops  of  $1.9  billion  were  slightly  above 
the  same  month  in  196^-,  with  most  of  the  increase  coming  from  larger  marketings 
from  the  record  1965  crop. 

October 

October  1965  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  are  tentatively  placed  at 
$l+.9  billion,  up  nearly  $200  million  from  a  year  earlier.    Prices  received  by 
farmers  were  5  percent  higher  than  in  the  same  196^  month.    Higher  prices  for 
cattle  and  calves  and  hogs,  and  larger  marketings  of  soybeans,  corn,  and  sorghum 
grain  account    for    the  increase.    Preliminary  data  indicate  October  19^5  cash 
receipts  from  livestock  and  products  of  $2.1  billion  and  from  crops  $2.8  billion.
